The French and the King of Dahomey. 


Advices from the west coast of Africa 
state that the ition of the French in Da- 
homey is critical. M. Baoul, the French 
agent, demands that 4,000 men be sent to 
defend the French post, and declares that if 
an expedition to Aghome, the Capital of Da- 
homey, is undertaken, a further force of 
4,000 men will be pesto area He considers 
that an attempt to conquer Dahomey would 
prove futile, and-~holds that it would be pre- 
ferable to secure French rule on the coast. 

The Journal des Dedbats opposes the conquest 
of Dahomey, which, it says, would occasion 
great difficulties and create a feeling of jeal- 
ousy between France and England and 
many. 

In tne French Ohamber of Deputies today 
M. Etienne stated that the Kine of Dahomey 
had refused to recognize the French pro- 
tectorate over the siave coast and had in- 
vaded that territory, but had been repuised. 
He also said that if the King refused to sat- 
isty the demands of France it would be 
necessary to take vigorous measures, not 
with a view to the conquest of Dahomey, but 
for the purpose of giving a salutary lesson 
to the King. 

M. Etienne’s remarks were greeted with 
cheers. 
Ex-Sultan Marad Reported Dead. 

A Berlin paper prints a apecial dispatch 
from Constantinopie reporting the death of 
ex-Sultan Murad who succeeded his 
uncie, Sultan Abdul-Aziz, May 29, 1876, and 
was deposed in favor of his brother, the 
present Sultan, Aug. 31 of the same 
year. Murad was educated outside the 
harem, and, in addition to the unusual attain- 
ments he thus acquired, imbibed a disposi- 
tion to institute reforms entirely at variance 
with the Moslem policy and _§tradi- 
tions. His peculiar. tendency soon 
attracted the attention of the 
Sheik Ui Islam, who caused it to be under- 
stood, true or not, that the commander of 
the faithful was insane, the exhibidon of a 
desire to introduce reforms being most 
convincing evidence to the mind of a 
Turk of the insanity of a would- 
be reformer. Murad was accordingly 
deposed after a reign of three months, and 
bas since, it 1s alieged, been contined ina 
palace; though as nobody ever afterward iaid 
eyes on him it is widely believed that his 
death occurred almost immediately after his 
dethronement. 


Laminette Deciared Not Gality. 


After the break-up in the evidence for the 
prosecution Friaay it was expected that the 
Avocat General would not press for the con- 
viction of Laminette, the alleged Paris mur- 
aerer, when the trial was resuined at tbe 
Seine Assizes today. On the contrary, his ef- 
forts were of a most emphatic and ‘even vir- 
ulent character, The chief argument was 
that Laminette was assuredly the mur- 
derer of Widow Jean because the crime 
showed evidence of having been committed 
by an inexperienced hand, which the prison- 
er was. The counsel for the defense, Maitre 
Decori, had no trouble im demolishing the 
rickety structure erected by the Avocat 
General, and, after a few minutes’ delibera- 
tion, the jury returned a verdict of not guilty. 
The acquitted man was cheered as he left 
the Palais de Justice. Several! Paris journals 
take the police to task for beginning a pros- 
ecution on such slender proofs as they had 
against Laminette. 

M. Mankacsy’s New Work. 

All Paris has either been or is going to see 
M. Munkuacsy’s new work for the ceiling of 
the Vienna Museum of History and the Arts. 
This apotheos's of the Italian renaissance is 
colossal in*its proporuons, covering an area 
of 100 metres square. M. Munkacsy has been 
at work upon it for the last two years. It 
represents a sort of temple of giory in 
which the gteat masters of the 
age—-Titian, Paul Veronese, Leonardo 
de Vinci, Raphael, and Michael Angelo—are 
gathered, either working at their easels or 
surrounded by their pupils. M, Munkacsy 
told a reporter yesterday that he had endeav- 
ored to change his style, and that he believed 
he had succeeded. That he has is evident at 
The painting for, which the 
great Hungarian artist has received 100,000 
francs will be a feature of the Paiais de 
Industrie salon. 

Trouble About the Tithes Bill, 

The Tithes billis ceMfmin to increase the 
troubles of the Government. It aims to re- 
lieve the clergy of the odium of collecting 
their own debts by shifting the burden of 
exacting tithes upog the land-owners. This 
maneuver doesn’t touch the main point, which 
is the objection which the payers of tithes 
hold against contributing anything whatever 
to the support of the established ciergy. 
This blundering scheme of the Government 
simply continues the contribution of tithes 
through a different channel: The net result 
will be that the land-owners will protest 
against having this new responsibilitw forced 
upon them, and the tithes-payers will resent 
the bill as a fraudulent attempt to settle on 
them in perpetuity an old injustice under a 
new guise. The effort is not at all happy for 
the Ministry. 


Cremation a Triamoh of Materialism, 

The Archbishop of Paris has ordered his 
clergy to denounce cremation as a triumph 
of materialism ‘over spiritualism. M: Renan, 
in commenting on the pastoral which em- 
bodies this command, speaks of ij as iu per- 
fect conformity with the “true Christian 
doctrine of the resurrection of the body,” 
and he sympathizes with its pur and in- 
tent Completely. He says that burial is sad 
enough, and cremation 1s positively re- 
pugaant to the survivors of a family. 
A Good Opera for the World's Fair Year.

TO LOWER 10WA FREIGHT RATES. 


The Commissioners to Put in Force the 
| Schedule of June, 1888. 

Des Mornes, la., March 8.—[Special. |—-The 
Board of Railroad Commissioners have de- 
cided to lower Iowa freight rates in case the 
cut in inter-State rates continues, and have 
so notified the managers of the various lines 
doing business in l6wa. The Pfuling of the 
Cammissioners has been anxiously awaited 
by the jobbers of Iowa ever since the hear- 
ing upon the subject of rates held ten days 
ago, The board have come to no final decis- 
ion, yet there is no question but what a plan 
has been agreed upon, plan 
contemplates a big reduction in 
lowa rates. The Commissioners refuse to 
make public the result of their deliberations, 
but it bas leaked out that they propose to put 
in force the first schedule pre by them, 
known as the schedule of June, 1 with 
possibly a reduction from that scheauie for 
the first five mile haul, that being one of the 
demands madé by the joboers at tne hearing. 
Tse June, 1888, schedule was upon a 
89-cent rate for 290 miles, the distance across 
the State. It started with a 14-cent rate for 
five miles and increased by a gradually in- 
creasing rate. 


CHARGE A PASTOR WITH EMBEZZLEMENT. 


Sensational Allegations Concerning & Min- 
ister of St. Joseph, Mo. 

Sr. Joseru, Mo., March 8.—[Special. |—The 
elders of the Methodist Conference of this 
district are ina state of excitement owing 
to the course of the Hev.

August Schuster, alias Arthur Lewis, who 
was iast nignt held to the November term of 
court by Justice Sly, for the assault and at- 
tempted murder of Miss Rosa Sackman in the 
town of Exceisior, Feb. 7 last, was remanded 
to jm! in default of $3,000 bail. When Schus- 
ter Was arrested, and, in fact, until bis exam- 
ination yesterday, public opinion was strong 
against him, but since having the testimony 
of twelve witnesses, who are positive that 
Schuster was at Watertown the day the 
crime was committed, it is firmly believed by 
many that he is innocent.

Attorney-General Trowbridge of Michigan

they can improve upon these at 
less cost in labor and materials 
than was practicable when the buildings 
were erected at Paris. It is contemplated 
that the Fair buildings at Chicago shall be 
the property of the State corporation, and at 
the close of the World’s Fair may at their 
diacretion be taken down or otherwise dis- 
posed of, as they will besconstructed almost 


wholly of iron and plate glass put together 


use. It is estimated 
that the -loss in taking them down 
will not be more than 23 or 
80 per cent. Almost ali of the iron can be 
used again for’structural purposes without 
recasting, and the glass wili as good as 
new. The committee have in mind the ab- 
solute importance of making this an interna- 
wonal fair, and in- framing their bill they 
seek to deprive it of any local flavor. There 
must not be too mueh Chicago in it, yet the 
interests of the stockhoiders must be secured. 
There must be no room for suspicion on 
the part of any person who desires to make 
an exhibit that exhibiters from every coun- 
try, State, or city will rot have an val 
chance in competition for the prizes. For 
instance, the St. Lotus brewer must have no 
just cause to believe that he will not bave as 
good 4 chance to carry off the premium for 
beer as the Chicago or Milwaukee brewer 
will have.

Hence it is proposed that the United States 
Commissioners, appointed by the Presiden 
two from each State and of different politica 
parties, shall appoint all committees on 
awards, issue alt certificates, medais, etc. 
and that the edals and certificates shall 
be furnished by the Government and issued 
under its authority by the Commission- 
ers. The interests of the stockholders 
must be preserved by giv their 
Board of Control absolute control of ail 
moneys furnished by the corporation, and

WHAT WASHINGTON WANTS. 

The Washington peopie are reathing for 
some sort of share in the celebration of the 
quadri-centennial. Now that they” have 
been disappointed in securing the locaton of 
the Worild’s Fair at Washington they want 
Congress to appropriate $5,000,000 for the 
erection of a memorial building to be dedi- 
cated with the proper ceremones Oct, 12, 1892. 
Representative Buchanan of New Jersey has 
formulated this desire in a bill introduced in 
the House, which designates the Secretary 
of the Interior, Secre of the Smithsonian 
Institution, and the Librarian of Congress as 
a committee to select the site, adopt plans, 
and superintend the erection of the memo- 
rialto Chistopher Columbus. It is proposed 
that the buildi must contain galleries for 
the exhibition of paintings and scuiptures-by 
American and foreign artists—the former to 
have preference; halis and galleries for 
the exhibition of the best products of Ameri- 
can artisanship, including the application of 
art and ornament to articies of use; and that 
provision shall be made for the exhibition of 
the rogress of mechanical aris and 
inventions as applied to manufactures, 
tne ‘arts, and agricuiture. The general idea 
is to have an Exhibition, permanent and pro- 
gressive, of the achievements of the art and 
industry of the people of the United States, 
and to gather together and exhibit the most 
worthy works artand industry of alien 
peopie obtainabie by the Government for 
that purpose.

He Hopes Chicago Will Succeed but Thinks 
New York May Hope. 


New Yors, March 8&—[Special.|—The 


Morning Journal will tomorrow print an edi- 
torial over Chauncey M. Depew’s signature 
in the course of which that gentleman says: 

New York cannot do anything just now in re- 
gard to the World’s Fair, so far as Washington 
is concerned, but sit and wait. From present 
indications it looks as if she ht pos- 
sibiy stand in the Categroy of those 
who are biessed by the maxim 
“Everything comes to him who waits.” 
principle of the physical world that the centrip- 
etal attraction of large bodies is so great that 
they draw all things unto them. This accounts 
for London, Paris, and New York growing more 
rapidly than any other communities in the world. 

Causes which it is pow unnecessary to discuss, 
and which have no relation to the merits of the 
question, led the House of Representatives to 
vote inst admitting the only place in the 
United States where an international Fair 
could be held, and spurning the money 
which New York offered covering the 
whole amount required, but as soon as 
political, sentimental. and territorial rights are 
satisfied by this vote the American mind, with 
its vsual practical sense, grasps the busin sit- 
uation: First, the credit. reputation. and Ronor 
of the country are at stake. A poor Fair means 
a fearful blow to our National pride, a perma- 
nent lowering of our pretensions in the eyes of 
the world, and an incaiculable injury to the busi- 
ness of the country. 

As this is appreciated the people turn to Chica- 
go for her to ony up the money and to demon- 
strate what she can do. This sentiment is be- 
coming so fierce and exacting that there is dan- 
ger injustice may be done her and that she may 
not be given a fair opportunity to meet the 
emergency if she possesses or can secure the ele- 
ments to meet it. Uniess she is given a fair 
chance the resentment on the side of her friends 
will prevent a Fair ae held anywhere. 

The longer, then, that Chicago delays in raising 
her money, in the selection of her site, and the 
completion of her plans, the principle of the re- 
sistisss attractive power of large bodies is cease- 
lessliy working in favor of New York... A Con- 
gressman cannot vote fora large appropriation 
because his constituents will say to him: “ 
long as those New-Yorkeérs are willing to foot all 
roa bills themselves what are you taxing us 
for?” 

But whether Congress takes any.action so far 
as New York is concerned or not, whether Chi- 
cago succeeds, as we hope she will, now she has 
undertaken the job, or not, itis plain duty 
of our ge to utilize the present legislation in 
our own State and the present terest in 
the subject to provide ample grounds and per- 
manent Exhibition buildings. As foon as this is

PLANS FOR WHOLESALE ROBBERY. 


Two Californians Arrange t® Piander aa 
Express Company, bat Are Caacht. 
San Francisco, Cal., March 8.—George W. 
Gregory and John R. Ewing were. arrested 
this afternoon on the charge of robbing 
Wells, Fargo & Co. of $212 two months 
ago. The men confessed they had eén- 
gaged ina plot contemplating an exten- 
sive system of robbery. Gregory was tormerly 
a messenger in the employ of Wells, Fargo & 
Co., but he resigned his position last Decem- 
ber, Before doing so, however, he obtained 
a key which would unlock the treasure-box 
of the company and another key which 
would give him access to the express-vars. 
He took Ewing into his confidence, and Jan. 
5. last they boarded the ferryboat at 
Oakland, and while Gregory kept watch 
Ewing clinbed into the express wagon while 
the driver was standing at the horses’ heads, 
unlocked the treasure-box, and extracted 
packages containing $212, which the men 
escaped with. While Gregory was in the 
employ of the company he secured the com-’ 
binations of about forty safes in the coustry 
offices of the company, and the men next at- 
tempted to rob the safes at Petaluma, Santa 
Rosa, and Sacramento, but were unsuccess- 
fullewing to the combinations having been 
changed. They then engaged the services of 
another man, whose name is unknown, and 
formed a plan to hold up one of the 
express Messengers on the overland train 
oo its arrival at Oakland.

PANIOS GAUSED BY FIRES. 


Tenement-House Families Have a Narrow 
Eecape— Excitement in a Hotel. 

New Yorx, March 8.—/{Special.|—Shortly 
after 1 o’clock this Morning fire broke out in 
the six-story double brick tenement-house 
at No. 197 Allen street. Over thirty 
families reside in the building, and 
as the flames had gained quite a 
start when the alarm was given 
a veritable panic ensued.

The following is ¢ brief outline of the oral 
arguments made today, the first speaker 
being Mr, Pence on behaif of the appeliant. 

“ The section of the Vonstitution,” he said, 
“ which provides for local improvement does 
confer in one sense,a local benefit. A school- 
house, or jail, or simular necessities are virt- 
ually local benefits. By the provisions of 
this act it is iocal benefit, for only cities and 
towns are benefited. No generai tax can be 
extended. 1 venture to say that this legisia- 
tion was to circumvent the provisions of 
Sec. 9, Art. 12. Ifthe Constituwon is thus 
to. be evaded it is not worth the pa- 
per uvon which (it is written. Instead 
of acting honorably and raising money 
by regular means of taxation the City of 
Chicago seeks to have another municipality 
créated with taxabie powers, thereby reliev- 
ing large property interests ia the heart of 
the city from the full force of just taxation 
for their own benefit. Whatsoever new 
municipality may be created, as the Board of 
South Park Commissioners, etc., the same 
bave no power to create taxation except it be 
for tbe benefit of the greater municipailty— 
Chicago—which alone under the Constitution 
has the right to levy taxes.”’ 

J. P. Wiison then followed on behalf of the 
appellees, 

‘It is necessary to consider the situation 
of the territory included in the drainage 
district,”” he said.‘ **The water supply for 
the City of Chicago for alk purposes is Lake 
Michigan. To empty the sewage of the city 
into the lake would simply mean death to the 
inhabitants of*the city. .In 1865 the Legisla- 
ture gave the city the right to change the 
flow of the water into the canai and through 
the Despiaines ad. Illinois Rivers, Even 
with tne smal! popuiawon at that time this 
Was deemed a vital necessity. With the 
large increase of population the necessity is 
even greater now.”’ 

Here the speaker gave the historyof the 
pumping works and the Munn resolution of 
188l and the fursher acts of 1887, when a 
joint committee was appointed to consider 
tne needed remedies. 

“The result of this joint committee work,” 
he continued, “is the bill, the vahdity of 
which is now cailed in question. Ihe remedy 
which this measure seeks is alike beneficial 
to the city and all the people of the State in- 
terested. Already there is talk of an in- 
junctuon restraining the city of Chicago 
from sending down any more of her 
filta througb the caual without greater dilu- 
tion. Weask, therefore, as early a decisioa 
from this court us cah be reasonabiy given. 
For nothing can be done until the validity 
of the law has been determined. It matters 
not whether we calk the district compre- 
hended in the law a drainage district or 
not. At the time this bill was passed there 
were large, populous districts lying adjacent 
to the city proper. . It would have been un- 
jast and impracticadie for the city of Chica- 
go alone to be required to afford these otber 
Pepcie e gaaacr a sewerage outiet. Therefore, 
it could sot be.required that Chicago aiono 
should be taxed for the execution of this 
work. the Constitution confers upon the 
Legislature aione the right io enact laws. 
The first section of this law provides for the 
incorporation of a drainage district. The 
purpose of the law is of the highest charac- 
ter—tne preservation of the public heaith— 
and the taxpayers voluntarily tax themseives 
for the furtherance of this object,.1he public 
good. The Constitution of 1870 had nothing 
in it relating to taxation for draipage pur- 

s. What provision of the Constitution 
do the apneliees point to which prohibits 
this taxation? They indicate Sec. 9, Art. 
¥ w»8 being violated. But this section 
specified what taxes may be levied. This 
court bas held that what is within the spirit 
of the Constitution is within the law. The 
lumitation of power of taxation raised in this 
case is raised for ibe firat time, and the pres- 
ent Constituwon gives tne power to levy 
taxes to all corporate authorities, not neces- 
sarily restrictive to counties, cities, and vil- 
lages. It is contraty to the general polity of 
this Goverfiment to say that persons may not 
tax tnemsetves for the public good. By the 
provisions of the Constitution cities, towns, 
and villages may levy special taxes for cor- 
porate purposes, and there iseno conflict be- 
tween this provision and that which ceclures 
that taxes shall be uniform alike upon prop- 
erty of the district.’’ 3 

A CASE CITED.

opinion. By Sec. 9, Art. 9, referred to, the 
Legislature had full and ampie power tw cre- 
ate this drainage district. 

“ Wedeny,” he concluded, “that this is 
an internt to evade the law relative to the 
taxable limit of municipality. Chicago had it 
not in its power to construct a sewer extend- 
ing through the Btate, and the Legisiature 
saw fit to consider the rights of the people 
of the Despiaines and L[iiihois Valleys by 
designating the flow of waters. There is 
nothing in the records in this case nor in the 
facts which warrant the statement that the 
Legislature of this State enactea a law for 
the purpose of enabling the City of Chicago 
to evade the pavment of her just taxatuon.”’

SKIRMISH WITH RENEGADE APACHES, 


Encoanter Between Indiaas and 
Troops in Arizona. 

Tvcson, Ari., March 8.—[Special.|—Lieut. 
J. W. Watson of San Carlos, in command of 
a detachment of Indian scouts, Lieut. Clarke 
of the Tenth Cavairy, with a, detachment 
from K Troop, and a Sergéant and a detach- 
ment of the Fourth Cavairy, arrived in Giobe 
at noon today with three Indian ovrisoners 
who participated in the ,murder of Freighter 
Herbert Sunday last nine miles west of Fort 
Thomas. lhe renegudes numbered five, two 
of whom were kiiled by .be troops and scouts 
in the attempt to capture them.

The 
troops and scouts displayed great bravery, 
and, although at a disadvantage, succeeded 
in killing two renegades and wounding a 
third, when those surviving surrendered, 
fhe troops and scouts suffered no casualties, 
The capture is considered the best piece of 
work ever accomplisbed in the pursuit of 
Indians in Arizona. Much creditis due the 
Lieutenants for the splendid work and those 
under them, especiaily “ Rowdy” end other 
scouts, who stuck doggedly to the trail until 
the fugitives were sighted. 


INTERNAL COMMOTION IN BRAZIL, 


This Is Signified by a Big Fall in Sterling

A Hot Battle Between Joha Carter and Joe 
Hefferman at Miner’a Mills, Pa.

Mr. Writiam Oxpway Parteiper, the 
young American sculptor who has received 
the commission for the statue of Shakspeare 
to be erected ia Lincoln Park, contributes to 
the Boston Transcript the poem printed be- 
low.

When tne rail- 
roads learn that they escape no liability by 
spiting the suburbanites they will run their 
trains at tne old rate of speed if allowed to 
do so. Some years ago the city did a foolish 
thing when it failed to carry to the Supreme 
Court of the United States the suit it haa 
begun to test the validity of the law extend- 
ing to ninety-nine years the franchises of the 
street-car companies, all that it got in return 
for its abandonment being a nominal license 


} teeon each car. It should not repeat that 


folly by renouncing its contention that the 
railways must make street crossings safe 
without calling on the city to bear the greater 
part of the cost.

IN 1893 RATHER THAN 1892. 

It is apparent that there is a steadily grow- 
ing feeling in both Houses of Congress that 
the World’s Fair should be held in 1893 in- 
stead of 1892. Every day which goes by and 
does not witness the passage-of the bill 
strengtbens it. This sentiment is not the 


: resuitof anything which Chicago has seid 


or done, butis the unprompted thought of 
the Congressmen themselves. Says Chair- 
man Candier of tne House special cém- 
mittee: — 


Before the question of site was voted on the 
committee nad decided to report a resolution in 
the shape of an amen@ment to the bill providing 
for a National celebration Oct. 12%, 1892, and for 
the opening of the Fairin May, 1893. But at.the 
last moment we decided notto bring up that 
queswon at'that time. Now. we shall revive that 
amendment, and thus leave the question of post- 
ponement to theHouse. This is not done at the 
request of Chicago, and I shall state to the House 
that Chicago has mo preference as to date—no 
requests tomake. The question is not so much, 
Can Chicago get ready? as, Oan the exhibiters 
from ell over the world get ready and the Staves 
of the Union procure the necessary lemsiation 
and make preparations for the buildings anda 
displays? My opinion is that the House will de- 
cide in favor of the National celebration in 1892 
ons for the opening of the Fair in May, 1893, in 


The matter rests entirely with Congress. 
Whatever it does Chicago will accept. But 
there are strong reasons why every one who 
is interested in the success of the Exposi- 
tion, whether] he be a Chicagoan or not, 
should favor postponement. | 

If the Fair is held ina Presidential year 
the attendance will be greatiy lessened. The 
excitement of the campaign will blunt the 
interest people take in other things. Theat- 
rical managers loox forward with dread to 
the quadrennial political struggle, for they 
know that it will interfere seriously with 
their business. During a Presidential cam- 
paign men are thinking and taiking politics. 
The country people wili find their recreation 
in stump speeches and the meetings at the 


‘gchool-houses rather than at the Fair. This 


diminished attendance will mean not merely 
decreased reeeipts but a less perfect and in- 
teresting Exposition, for extiibiters will be 
almost as much wrapped up in politics as vis- 


itors, and maby of them will dislike to te 


away from their homes during an exciting 
party struggle. It is in September,and Octo- 
ber that there should be the greatest rush to 
the Exposition. But it is in just those months 
in a Presidential year that the political pot is 
boiling most,fierceiy. The Fair will be lost 
sight of in the strife of parties, and some- 
body will have to put up more money to meet 
the inevitabledeficit. Moreover, the acrimony 
inseparable from a Presidential campaign 
will be hkely to cause discord in the counse 
of the Worid’s Fair managers. 
It is doubtful, if the Fair is held in 1892, 
whether it will be possible.to xeep politics 
out of it or to make partisans believe that it 
bas been keptout. Eitner would be injuri-

ous. Experience has proved that no matter 


how sincere the desire of men may be to 
steer clear of eyerything that has the re- 
motest semblance to politics, it is hard to 
do it when minds are heated by tne excite- 
ment of a National contest.

But if the open- 
ing is postponed till the spring of 1893 the 
resuit will have been settied. The new 
President will have been instalied in office a 
month or more.

loves of Lesbia, tne feats of Horatius, the 
conquests of Oupid, and the passions of 
Sappho have beuwn eclipsed by the passion for 
investigation and the rage tor scientific dis- 
covery. The gods are in their twilight and 
have passed over the rainbow bridge into 
their castle, there to mount their pedestals 
and be forgotten. Imagination has given 
place to reality, the graces to the actualities, 


rhetoric to mathematics, and fancy to fact. 


Intellect has sought othef fields of develop- 
ment. It bas only changed its manifeste- 
tions. Does any one question that Darwin, 
Huxiey, Herbert Spencer, Tyndall, Lubbock, 
Max Miller, if they had not been fascinated 
‘by the rage for speculation and investiga- 


tion and the loveof exact statement, and had 


given their attention to literature, would 
not have produced great lasting 
terary works? Undoubtedly also the

| BELLAMY’S REPLY TO WALKER. 

Mr. ard Bellamy, the author ot “ Look- 
ing Backward,” has attempted a reply in the 
March number of the North American Review 
to the trenchant criticism of the novel which 
was contributed to the previous month’s 
issue of the same periodical by Gen. vrancis 
Walker. The reply exposes so many weak 
spots and invites so many opportunities for 
assault that Gen. Walker should find it an 
easy task to dispose of so-called “ national, 
ism” for once and ail when he strikes the 
return blow. 

It is not practical: within ordinary editorial 
space to follow Mr. Bellamy through all his 
twistings and turnings, but afew points may 
be selected to show the weakness and triv- 
lality of his reasoning. He first seeks to re- 
ply to Gen. Walker’s criticism of the excess- 
ively military character of Bellamy’s indus- 
trialarmy andvof the rigid military disci- 
pline which would be necessary to keep it at 
work by the affirmation that. this discipline 
would be unnecessary, in illustration of 


| which he cites the case of the clerks em- 


ployed in the departments at Washing- 
ton, who are notunder discipline and who 
do not have to surrender will, power 
of choice, or freedom of movement. This is 
on a par with the childish logic of Bellamy 
throughout the entire article. It does not 
seem to occur to Bellamy that these Govern- 
ment clerks are officeholders who are doing 
haif-day’s work for double the pay they could 
get elsewhere, and that their labor is light, 
easy, geriteci, respectable, and even highly 
fashionabie, and so desirable that thousands 
upon thousands are begging for it every four 
years. Is there evén thé most remote simi- 


larity between the kind of labor performed 


by these clerks and that which miust be per- 
formed by millions of Bellamy’s indus- 
trial army? Does he not reduce bis argu- 
ment to the absurd whén he cites them as 


examples for the workers who must do the. 


hard, coarse, dirty, distiked, back-aching, 
outdoor work of the masses, or are all the 
workers in his fools’ paradise to be fancy, 
high-toned, and white-handed Government 
clerks? = : 

It 1s evident in “Looking Backward,” as 
well as in his reply, that Bellamy has fears 
that millions of loafers gnd shirkers will be 
found in his “industrial army,” egpecially 


when the rough work is to be done, 


for he submits no. plan that will make 
them work. He simply says the system 


will have that result. But how? Its éco- 


nomic beauty will not be anincentive, Honor 
will not spur a lazy man to work, nor will it 
makea man of brains and energy any more 
industrious to know that he cannot have any 
more than a loafer or an ignoramus. How, 


then, is zealous work to be secured? Howare 


the lazy human nature and the criminal 
human nature to be inspired with industrial 
activity? By force? By martial law! By 
arbitrary and despotic law! These involve 
soldiers, constables, police, courts, processes, 
jails, bridewells, and pénitentiaries. But 
these are said to be unknown properties in 
the farce of the Socialistic paradise. A large 
part of Bellamy’s reply indeed is based upon 
the military argument, addin Glosing it he 
says: . 3 
Gen. Welker seqaags eof militarism. I : 
fess an admiration o the soldier’s Suaindon a 
the only one in which, from the start, men throw 
away the purse and reject every sordid standard 
of merit and achie ht. The very oonditiots 
which “nationalism ” promisés—that is t6 sa 
security as to liveli with duty and the love 3 
honor a8 motives—are actual conditions of 
militery life. Isita wonder that war has a 
glamour? That glamour we would give to the 
‘aceful pursuits of industry by making them, 
ike the duty of the soldier, public service. Some 
have said that nationalism requifes a change in 
human nature; butmen on turning soldiers do 
not become better men, do not e@xpérietice a 
change of heart. They aré merely piaced under 
influence of different incentives. Make in- 
ustry & public service, a6 War now is, ahd you 
will win for work the ifigpiration of war! 


Bellamy shows little knowledxe of military 
experience im drawing this parallel He 
should cnow that in a time of profound peace 
there is no more discontented, restlegs, or un- 
happy a beihg than the average soldier re- 
duced to a routine existence with nothing to 
do, for peace is not bis business. His avoca- 
tion is.war. His stimulus toexertion ts fight- 
ing, killing, tne excitement of the field, the 
smell of powder, the glory of popular ap- 
piausé. Hence he deserts at every opportanity

principally remarkabie for its evasions. He 
dares not explain how his system keep 
the grangers out of the cities, when it is one 
of the basic principles of that system that 
every one is at liberty to choose what he 
shall do and where he shall reside, and that 
he shall be supported in that place by tho 
State. With such a choice before them how 
many farmers will remain at their hard la- 
bor to orovide surpluses for the town men 
toenjoy! Within a year from the time Bel- 
lamy’s system began the whdle social State 


would be in danger of starvation. The next: 


year, both in town and coustry, the Brate 
would sink into universal stagnation and 
pauperism. The only hope for Bellamy’ s 
State would be to break up all his cities and 
reconstruct them in villages of one 
or two hunared families, a few sim- 
ple hand trades bemg carried on 
for the village wants, each family, or person, 
rather, for there is nothing to keep « family 
together in this system, working & few acres 
to keep from starving. In other words, tnis 
would be a practical “looking backward,” 
for society would revert to the conditions of 
the last century. All the great works of the 
world would be abandoned. , There would be 
no more railroading, and nine-tenths of those 
we have would be useless. Every one doing 
what he pleased and entitled to State support 
there would be no incentive to great enter- 
prises; no ambition to make important inven- 
tions. Life would beas tedious as a thrice-told 
tale. A bare subsistence would be the outcome 
of each one’s lazy efforts. Its inevitable effect 
would be a gradual shirking of work, uni- 
versal discontent, and certain poverty, with 
its attendant train of evils. A chain is mo 


stronger than its weakest link. As soom as 


the problem what to do with the discon- 
tented failed of solution thé chain would 
give way at its weakest point, and neither 
Bellamy nor his State could repair it. 

As we have once before said, Bellamy’s 
arguments are priucipally characterized by 
their evasions. Neither he sor any other 
Socialist has waken the trouble to explain 
how they propose to found their State, to 
elect their government, to confiscate all 
private property and turn it into a common 
pool, to deal with the intrigues of parties for 
official honors and spoils, to prevent ballot- 
box stuffing, cheating, and swindling, to stop 
slinking and shirking, to make men work 
when there is no incentive to work, as no 
man could order anything, and, in & word, to 
revolutionize human nature. : 

At the opening of his article Bellamy quotes 
approvingly a sentence from a criticism of 
his book by Emile de Lavelye, the eminent 
French economist, who recognizes the fact 
that social questions are beginning to largely 
eccupy public attention.

Figures on the Germao Elections. 


' The Berlina correspondent of the London Time 


gives some startling figures as to the result of 
the recent elections in Berlin. At the last elec- 
tion in that city in 1887 the Socialists cast 93,000. 

But this year they 
have cast 125,000 out of atotal of 230,000, In 
other words, the Socialists have «# majority in 
the Capital of the German Empire, where they 
have been for some years under the close sur- 
veillance of the police and &@ modified state of 
siége. The great commercial city of ._Hamburg 
has had a similar experience, In. the last Réichs- 
tag itjnad two Socialist representatives and one 
National Liberal. All thres ‘representatives are. 
now Socialists, and yet Hamburg has beon for 
twelve years under the Anti-Sdcialist law. It 
must be remembered, too, that all this has oo- 
curred in the immediate presence of the Emper- 
or’s and Prince Bismarok's efforts to ameliorate 
by legislation the lotof the workingman, Of 
course Various lessons may be drawn from the 
election. The Socialist ranks doubtless contain 
a great many persons who are not Socialists, and 
wish simply to protest in the strongést terme 
against militarism and heavy taxation. - But 
there is one lesson about which there can be no 
mistake, and that is thatit is folly to try to gov- 
ern by martial law under parliamentary instita- 
tions and have free elections in a state of siege.

A private com- 
pany was aiso formed, but Congress never 
reached the bill, and of late nothing has been 
heard of the capitalists who were ready to 
take a flyer in backing Dr. De Baussett’s in- 
vention. The Commissioner held that the 
alleged inventaon was whoily theoretical, and 
that so long as everything rests wholly in 
theory and so long as everything remains to 
be demonstrated nothing has been done 
which is patentable. 


Chicago importers have joined with the im- 
porters in New York, Philadelphia, and Bos- 
ton asking Congress to reimpose the 10 per 
cent ad valorem duty on teas imported into 
the United States from countries west of the 
Cape of Good Hope. This discriminating 
duty, say the petitioners, had always pre- 
viously existed for the protection of the tea 
trade of this country, but was removed by 
Congressional action in 1882. Canada and

Yorkers, like all other American citizens, 
will profit by tne Fair’s success, and they 
would share the discredit which its miscar- 
riage.would cast upon the Nation. It would 
ill become a city which deems itself the 
American metropolis to let its attitude be de- 
termined by parochial jealousy and petty 
spite, or to miss the opportunity of proving 
that its own appeal to Congress was prompted 
by magnanimous and patriotic motives.

Hill the newspépers as yet say little, but their 
reticence 1s not imitated in the private collo- 
quies of politicians, The names most frequently 
discussed in Democratic circles are those of 
Chapin; Flower, and Whitney. Mr. Alfrea 
C. Chapin has never been defeated in a con- 
test before the people, and, once having . held 
an office, he bas never failed to obtain a sec- 
ondterm. As Mayor of Brooklyn he has 
gained a firm hold on the Democratic organi- 
zation in Kings County, and his claims will 
be pressed wit evergy vpon the State Con- 
vention. Op the o:ber hand, Mr. Roswell P. 
Piower bas many friends in New York City 
who believe that his iong-cherished wish to 
fill the highest office in the State can be grat- 
ified m i891. If Mr. Flower’s candidacy 
should obtain the indorsement of Tammany 
Hall Mr. Chapio would find him a formidabie 
competitor, but no one pretends to predict 
the attitude of Tammany Hail in 1891, be- 
cause no one cand foresee who will direct that 
organization atyear hence. Should Mr. 
Crocker’s ill th compel him to retire from 
politics the seig@ction of a new ieader would 

ve rise to 4 Gomplicated and bitter contest 
n the Tammany ranks. As for Mr. Cieve- 
fand’s personal friends, and particutarly that 
section of them which controls the county 
Democracy, they make no secret of their 
preference for Mr. William C. Whitney 
as the Democratic candidate for Governor. 
Mr. Whitney’s close affiliation, however 
with the Cleveland wing of the party wiil 
prove an obstacle to his success in the State 
convention, betause Goy. Hill is certain to 
exercise a weighty, if not decisive, influence 
over that body. If Mr. Hili bas a candidate 
of hisoWn hehas carefully refrained from 
disclosing his predilection, and his present 
posture toward the avowed aspirants is that 
of vigilant neutrality. Whichever of the 
three candidates here named should secure 
atthe last moment the Governor’s support 
would be iikely to get the nomination. 

THE REPUBLICAN OPPORTUNITY. 

On the other band, Republicans convers- 
ant with the political situation in this city 
and throughout the State believe that the 
Democratic party cannot elect a Governor of 
New Yor« in 1891, Their belief is based on 
the conviction that Mr. Cieveland’s friends 
will not deem it for their interest to fur- 
ther the election of a candidate who must 
in all likelihood owe his nomination to 
Mr. Hili. Keeping » view ine coahtion 
of last November, which had several prece- 
dente, the Republicans predict that the Coun- 
ty Democracy will evince much less solici- 
tude about tne election of a Governor friend- 
ly to Mr. Hill than about recovering their 
tormer iafiuente in municipal politics. They 
feel, in other words, assured that since 1848 
the 4 vargnn party of New York has 
never been so discordant as it seems like- 
ly to be im 1891-92.

Should a 
Republican be chosen Governor in 1891, not 
only will his own party naturally count on 
carrying the State in the Presidential year, 
but the partisansof Mr. Hillin the Democratic 
National Convention will proclaim bis nomi- 
nation a necessity.

INFLUENCE Of LONDON ON NEW YORK 60- 
CIETY. 

We have before referred to certain signs 
of disintegration in the ranks of the so-calied 
four hundred, and to the formation of two 
interior circles, comprising respectively 250 
and 150 members, The recrudescence of ex- 
clusiveness is due to a pronounced reaction 
against the self-assertiveness of mere wealth 
and against the nail mark too indiscriminate- 
ly stamped on American affluence by London 
society, Twenty years ago such a thing as an 
appeal from the verdict of New York society 
to tne judgment of Mayfair and Belgravia was 
unheara‘of. Until the fall of the Second 
Empire aspirmg Americans who were 30- 
cially defunct or stili-born on Manhattan 
Island aimed at a second birth in the French 
Capital. But although success at the 
Tuileriesmay have been pleasurabie in itseif, 
it dig not necessarily or even usually assure 
8 pecepert to recognition in New York. Very 
different in the effect produced upon the 
transatlantic mind was the prestige derivable 
from acceptance, or even tolerance, by Lon- 
don society. It so happened that the muiti- 
plication of great fortunes ‘in New York 
was contemporancous with a divergence of 
Américan sojourners in Europe, from repub- 
licanized Paris to the still aristocratic at- 
mosphere of the British metropolis. The 
catholic tastes and good-natured attitude of 
the Prince of Wales may have helped to in- 
still the conviction that Americans who 
could spend from twenty thousand to forty 
thousand pounds a year could obtain the 
largest social dividends on the invested in- 
come in the shadow of. ham 
Palace and . of 
The discovery, 
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spection of social credentials, and the forma 
on of narrower circies, is due to the tardy 
reception that New York bas many fami- 
jes quite asold and distinguished as the 
majority of those now included in the 
British peerage. New York is inclining to 
reaffirm the fact that itis entirely quaititied 
to set up standards of iteown and that it 
cannot without loss of dignity accept as con- 
chusive the careless and hasty award of a 
foreign society contemptuous of American 
discriminations.

Carl Lenschow and the Germania Orches- 
tra. 

The recent death of Prof. Carl Lenschow 
at Baltimore recalls the emigration of the 
GerMania Orchestra to this country in 1848. 
Prof. Leaschow was the leader ef the band, 
which was tne first orchestra that ever gave 
symphony concerts in America, The vuyage 
lasted over fifty-eight days. - 

Butafter giving sixteen concerts in New 
York and klyn, which did -not prove 
profitabie, the orchestra was <a oe to visit 
Philadelphia by an enthusiastic Music-iover, 
who persuaded the members that they would 
find appreciation there. Another disappoint- 
ment awaited them. They secured board at 
$8 a week and rented a hail at $10 a night— 
not @n extravagant bill of expense—but the* 
peopie did not come to hear them in any great 
numbers, and one night,-in the midst of their 
program, the proprietor of the hall informed 
them that they would have to putijup $10 for 
the rent or be would turn off the gas. 

They were practically bankrupt ana after 
some consultation told him to ra it. off, 
which he did. A few musical le in 
city, sympathizing with the strangers in their 
distress, finally organized a benefit concert, 
which was @ grand success, program 
was remarkable for that day, ineluding- 
the folio 'mumbers;: Spotr’s overture 
to “Jessonda”’; duo on Styrian airs, for 
Violin and-violoncelio, piayed by William 
Schultze and George noof; Becthoven’s 
Septet: overture in C minor by Lenschow; 
the leader of the orchestra; a concerto for 
violoncelio played by the com r; a con- 
certiuo for two flutes playea by 
and P. Pfeiffer; a double quartet by Spotr; 
duo from *“*Witham Tell’’; and Mendeissohn’s 
overture to the “Midsummer Night's 


But while the most pressing necessities of 
tue ofthestra Were provided for by this bene- 
fit, the aid wag not lasting and the organ- 
ization disbanded. Fortunately, soon after, 
an ehgagement at Wastington was offered 
and the members were gathered again. 
Fortune seeméd to smile upon them at last. 
They undertook a few coticefts in Baitimore 
and made-a geguine success, which, in view 
of their earlier experiences, must have sur- 

rised them greatiy. Itis said that the fol- 

owing important works received their first 

performance in* America at these con- 
certs and by this orchestra: Bee- 
thoven’s *“‘Eroica,” C minor, * Pastoral ”’ 
and <A or symphonies; - Spohr’s 
* Consecration of‘lone”’ overtures by Mozart, 
Weber, Mendelssohn, Spohr, and many other 
compositions, 

After leaving Baitimore the orchestra d& 
cided to try New England, and gave twenty- 
two periormances in Boston aione. The 
musicians were recalied to Bajtimore the fol- 
lowing season for a series.ef thirty subscrip- 
tion concerts. The foltowing year the. or- 
chestra gave.a series of thirty concerts and 
then undertook -4 tour of tne Southern States. 

Mr..LensetiOWw resigned the position of di- 
rector. at the close ‘of the second season in 

‘timore and took up his residence in. that 
city where he remained until his death. 
William Schultze was his first successor, fo)- 
lowed iater by Cari Bergman, who was not 
a member of the original band. After atime 
the tours of the orchestra became less protit- 
able, ana Sept. 18, 1854, fourteen of the orig- 
inal members met at Newport and formally 
disbanded. Prof. Lenschow continued his 
labors in the cause of music in the city 
which he had selected as his home, and many 
important works were produced under his 
direction, among them Felicien David's 
cantata, “ Desert,” which was given 
under his baton for the first time in 
America. Prof. Lenschow was buried in the 
Loudon Park Cemetery. the musical socie- 
ties and musical profession of the city being 
largely represented. 


free Sunday Concerts. 

The plan“ of giving free Sunday concerts, 
which has been triea for several weeks at 
the Cooper Union, New York, has been re- 
markably successful, so much so that, while 
it was originally designed w close the series 
last Sunday, it has been decided to conti nue 
them until May. The New York Commer 
cial Advertiser says of the experiment:

The two portrait busts in plaster by Mr, 
French carry conviction with them; it is evident 
from the flist glance that such people really lived 
and thought. The head of Bronson Alcott is an 
iliumination of his character, fulfillmg what one 
has read of his personality ana his career. The 
thin locks, the loose flesh, the unctuous mouth, 
the drooping under-lids, the soft half-smile—all 
are so rendered as to express to the life this mild 
and lazy philosopher, this smooth and tireless 
talker, who let others work that he might dream. 
The other bust presents a familiar type— 
a true American girl, , pretty and inter- 
esting, with plenty of character and charm. 
The* smali plaster model of, the Gal- 
landet statue recently erected in the grounds of 
an asylum for the deaf and dumb is & group un- 
usually beautiful in sentiment and gracefui in 
treatment, The kindliness of the great teacher 
is sympathetically expressed and the upturned 
face of the child is most delicately rendered. 
The féeling of noble pathes which inspired this 
work never degenerates thto sentimentality—s 
fact which means the happy conquest of untold 
difficulties. ee 

Three exhibits of sculpture by Johannes Gel- 
ert are extremely interesting. The plaster 
group of “Children Building a House” is truth- 
ful in: modeling afd sympathetic in its interpre- 
tation of chi though the conception is 
ratner too li and the sentiment wo fugitive. 
Far better, although beautiful, in fact, are the 
bronze bacchanefian statuettes. The vigorous 


grace and splendid gayety of the male figure - 


make @ poeni, even a lyric, of it. Poised in the 
most strenuous action, the figure is not in the 
least strained, and. it appeals to one as simply 
and delicately as a song.

Walter McEvan’s imaginative little study, 

“All Souls’ Day.”’ now in his collection at the 
Institute, has attracted much attention among 
theosoplists, spiritualists, and nedphytes and 
adepts in the faith of which Mme. Blavatsky is 
high priestess. The little canvas sbows the in- 
substantial spirit of an aged peasant woman re- 
visiting her life-long companions and ber former 
haunts. In her habit as she lived she is seated 
on ber favorite chair beside unconscious friends. 
Through her transparent form the chair and 
wall are visible. A quaint conceit oleveriy de- 
picted 1» this fanciful little picture, but not in- 
tenfied by the artist as the confession of a faith 
which he does not share. In spite of his re- 
luctance, however, it is said that the spiritualists 
greet him as an unconsciots medium and write 
him ertbusiastic letters welcoming him to their 
ranks. | 

It would bea pity if this little picture were 
taken seriously, for the feeling in. Mr. McEwen’s 
work is so wholly healthful and honest, so abso- 
lutely free from sentimentality, affectation, or 
indehcacy, that one would not like to register 
even the most trifiing exception. There is noth- 
ing maudlin or somber about the tone of this 
painter's mind, Plainly he taxes a cheerful 
view of life, loves to recota its joyous colors, 
and to laugh at its gay comedies. He can rarely 
resist the temptation to téll a good story, but he 
tells it extremely well, without sacrificing the 
pictorial excellence of his work except in so far 
as the anecdotal quality inevitably makes the 
action fugitive. He loves the picturesque and 
revels in delicate color effects, improvising sun- 
ny harmonies as @ musician tries hischords. And 
in the rudiments of these* harmonies he has all 
the French. effectiveness of technique—that abil- 
ity in thg mechanism of art which so many of 
our painters seek to acquire in Paris and fear to 
forget elsewhere. One wishes that this clever- 
ness might be used for the expression of our 
American life, chat pictures by a Chicago artist 
might prove his citizenship by their subject. 
But Chicago must offer hermen of talent some 
inducement to remuin at home before she can 
blame them for living abroad. She must show 
some love for the work which is done within her 
borders before she can expect her artists to 
make her life their theme. 

The directors of the institute will make a mis- 
take if they permit all of Mr. McEwen's pictures 
to leave after the present exhibition. One or 
two examples of the work of this Chicago artist 
should be added to the permanent collection,

J.Garni Metchers has finished the life-size 
portraitof Potter Palmer upon which he has 
been engaged for several weeks, and he is now 
painting a portrait of Waiter Larned.

But 
the mostTamous of these pictures is the large 
canvas “La Préche,”’ which shows a group of 
peasants seated on rows of chairs in a country 
church, listlessly listening to the service, while 
the brilliant light shines on the gray and blue 
and lilac of their gowns. The colors are strongly 
accentuated and their gradations of light 
and shade admirably wrought. As a char- 
acter study the picture is remarkable, for it at- 
tains draniaticstrength without forcing the action, 
except, perhaps, in the one (stance of the eld- 
erly woman whois avout to waken the sleeping 
girl. If she were content to be quiet there would 
be nothing to mar the Old World repose of the 
scene; one would hear through the picture the 
very drone of the preacher's voice. These pict- 
ures should be exhibited in Chicago. Mr. 
Meichers hails from the West, being a citizen of 
Detroit. The Western metropolis ought to have 
an opportunity of judging the work of a young 
artist who received the highest award in the gift 
of the Paris Exhibition.
